“GRANT MITSCH 1955" 
NET" 


Hermit Thrush is a beautiful, ruffled and flairing, medium brown. 
It is from the same cross that produced Inca Chief; has a much taller 
stalk, about 40 inches, and normally it has three branches and a term- 
inal. Usually ten to twelve blossoms per stalk. 

The flowers are of extra heavy substance with falls that flair 
almost horizontally and the standards are arched and completely closed. 
The ruffling is most pronounced on the very round falls. There is a 
wonderful ballance between all parts of the flower and the plant. 

I would call it's color about deep leather brown yet it has a 
bright and glistening finish. The color is applied very smoothly with 
no haft markings. It is less red than Argus Pheasant and much deeper 
and brighter than Pretty Quadroon. 

It has bloomed in my garden since it was guested to me in 1950 
and has always been a sensation. I have exhibited it for two years in 
my displays at the Greater Portland Iris Society's Annual Show where 
it caused considerable comment. 

It is in several gardens that are to be visited during the 1956 
National Iris Convention in Southern California. 

Hermit Thrush has proven to be a fine parent. It is an easy seed 


parent and at times has plentiful pollen.
